In Missouri Today 


Missouri holds its primaries today and 
the results of them will be studied with 
interest by those given to politics all 
over the country. In 1920 the State gave 
its electoral vote to Harding, in 1924 to 
Coolidge. Its governor, elected in 1924, 
is a Republican, yet both of its United 
States senators are Democrats, Reed, 


who was elected in 1923, and Hawes, who 


was elected in’1924, In 1922 Reed, who 
Was opposed by the Anti-Saloon League 
and the Ku Klux, carried the State by 
@ plurality of 44,255, of which 43,802 was 
given to him by St. Louis, every other 
large city in the State voting against 
him. In 1926 an attempt was made to 
repeal the State prohibition law. St. 
Louis voted 70,000 in favor of it but the 
State defeated the attempt by 200,000, 
This year the Democrats are to choose 
between two men as successor to Senator 
Reed who js not a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. One of the candidates is Charles 
M, Hay, who Is regarded as the lay leader 
of the drys of the State. He is a bitter 
enemy of Reed and attempted to defeat 
him in 1922 because of his opposition to 
Wilson and to the League of Nations. 
James A. Collett is the other candidate. 
He is a wet and has the active support 
of Reed who has made some of his char- 
acteristically flery speeches in his behalf 
and has at the same time attacked Hay, 
The Democratic representatives from the 
State, with one exception, are for Hay. 
Senator Hawes, who is a wet, {s taking 
no part in the fight. On the Republican 
side there are six candidates, two drys, 
three wets and one who is not an out 
and outer elther way. Political prophets 
on both sides are at sea as to what to- 
day's results will be. It 1s not improbable 
that the senatorial candidate on the 
Smith ticket will be a dry and the sena- 
torlal candidate on the Hoover ticket 
a wet,

Coming Down to Bedrock 


We are glad to note that the negotia-

Powers, appears to have put in a good 
steady day's work over Sunday. The 
chairman's statement, published on the 
opposite page, is a model of quiet address 
to the facts in the case as tho trustees 
see them, and the only pity seems to be 
that this report of fact should not have 
been asked from the trustees several 
days ago, instead of denying the Ele- 
vated board any opportunity to see the 
report of the Department of Public 
Utilities until after it was made public. 
The statement issued yesterday after- 
noon from Governor ‘Fuller's office, as 
all will agree, is equally commendable in 
tone and in purport. 

What is most favorable in the gover- 
nor’s statement !s the assurance there 
given that an effort is already under way 
to bring out of the situation, in a co- 
operative manner, a constructive result. 
The trustees will discuss at their meeting 
today, says the statement, “methods of 
determining eligibility rules for motor- 
men which will insure the Boston Ele- 
vated and the public against another mo- 
torman with a record like McDonald's 
operating a train.” 

Here, most certainly, is the exact spot 
where the negotiations strike bedrock. 
The trustees and general manager of the 
Hlevated will now go over their rules, 
and comb the system for men who ought 
to be discharged on records like those 
of McDonald’s. And then, if any man-bo 
so brought forward for dismissal, there 
the power of the trustees ends in this 
year 1928 just as it ended in 1926 and 
as it has ended for many years, The em- 
ployee can at once invoke the Elevated’s 
standing machinery of arbitration which, 
in the particular form in which the man- 
agement adopted it more than a decade 
ago, has always led to results favorable 
to the men and unfavorable to the em- 
ployers. The record of the past in this 
matter {1s not merely academic history. 
It is common knowledge among all 
Bostonians. 

Once the {issue is joined, for and 
against dismissal of some Hlevated em- 
ployee or employees with records of care- 
lessness and lax discipline similar to that 
of McDonald's, then the usual strike- 
clouds will at once roll up in the offing. 
And then Boston will have an interesting 
situation to watch. Thanks to the 
strong position now taken by Governor 
Fuller on the matter of discipline, the 
elty has some reason to hope that the 


management will win its battle even be~ 


fore a board of arbitration constituted 
under the oldtime agreement which has 
always before proved unfavorable to the 
management. The chance of a good re- 
sult even now {s still slight, and the 
prognostications never will become real- 
ly hopeful until the method of arbitra- 
tion is so changed that the third arbitra- 
tor can be a man chosen by outside au- 
thority to represent the public, and not 
merely a third arbitrator acceptable to 
the men, whom the men can, if they 
wish, refuse to accept until they know 
he will favor them more than the-man- 
agement. 

There Is, as we say, some chafice now 
of @ sound result even under the old 
system. But obviously there could be no 
good chance whatever so long as the 
Blevated employees were still basking in 
the extreme confidence justified in them 
by the position taken by Governor Fuller 
in July, 1925, when he did not see the 
force of the declaration made by tho 
trustees that the question of changing 
the form of arbitration must be faced, 
and when His Excellency, instead, over-

Civilization’s History 
Written in the Soil/ 


President of American Tree 
Association Says Study’ of 
Earth Necessary in Forestry |

Washington, Aug.°7 (A-P.)—Soil, ever 
determining the pathway of civilization, 
{1s expected “to guide future projects in 
forestry as it Jong has influenced the 
fortune of farm crops. 

Professor Lars G. Rommell, noted Swed- 
ish sefentist who has just been appointed 
to the Charles Lathrop Pack profess¢ 
ship of forest soils at Cornell university, 
is directing astudy of the chemical and 
biological influences in tree growth. It 
1s the first ‘comprehenslye research on 
forest soil’ ever undertaken. itt this 
country. Much of the investigation will 
he conducted in the 2000-acré Pack 
demonstration forest near Warrensburg, 
N. ¥., where preliminary Surveys alreudy 
have been made by Franklin Moon, de 
of the College of Forestry at Syracuse, 
and Tom Gill, forester of the Charlie 
Lathrop Pack Forestry Trust. 

Pack, president of the American Tree 
Assoclation, says the whole history of 
elyilization is. “written in the soil," eacli 
chapter revealing the struggle against 
exhaustion: of fertility and man’s con- 
stant movement over the face of the 
earth In search of land for his crops, His 
success has markedithe rise and fall of 
human society through all the ages. ~ As 
& result Offthe fight for existence much 
Is known of soil Influences on farm crops. 
Relatiyely, nothing is known of the effect 
on tree growth, but Pack is convinced 
that soil conditions are of tremendous 
importance. 

Professor Jacob G. Lipman, of the New 
Jersey Agricultural College, tracing the 
Inter-relationship’ of soil and ciyiliza- 
tion, declares that humam agencies dis- 
iurb the balance of nature’s forces and 
that one generation of mankind, in pro- 
viding itself with food and shelter, ap- 
pretlably influences thereby the fortunes 
of the succeeding generation. The cut- 
ting down of forests, the plowing sof 
prairies, drainage and irrigation, the 
stirring of supface soil with tillage im- 
plements and the removal of plant and 
.anfmal products from the land, tell thelr 
story in no uncertain terms. Explolta- 
tion of the soll, in its many forms, must 
be followed by economic and soéial stag- 
nation when not counteracted, he says. 

Simplo*as soil facts may be, Professor 
Lipman explains, they are still calling 
for, systematic study in their bearing 
on the rise and fall of nations, and “they 
still are to be interpreted in terms of 
human. progress—polltical, soclal and 
economic,” : 

In Professor Rommell’s’ inyestigation 
an effort will be made to co-ordinate 
studies in several fields of science and 
supply all obtainable» and applicable 
knowledge to the special problem of for- 
ést solls. It will necessarily deal with 
the chemistry and bollogy of solls and 
also will have intimate r@lation with the 
study of heredity in tree growth, par-

The General Federation of Women's 
Clubs is, behind a nation-wide tree plant- 
ing program in honor of Mrs, John D.
